(3) Has the effect of substantially interfering
with a student’s academic performance.

(4) Has the effect of substantially interfering
with £he a student’s ability to participate in or
benefit from the services, activities, or privileges
provided by a school.

d. TPersonal contact” means an encounter in which
two or more people are in visual or physical proximity
to each other. “Personal contact” does not require a
physical touching or oral communication, although it
may include such contact.
